Spider mite control should only 
be considered when the problem is 
very severe.

Probably the most frequent and 
most obvious pest is the corn ear- 
worm. Each year many growers 
consider some sort of control 
measure for this insect. No chem- 
ical controls are suggested. ..It is 
not economical to treat, and any 
chemicals used would leave exces- 
sive residue. 

For rates and materials to be 
used if control measures are neces- 
Sary, contact the Farm and Home

Tulare county vineyards. Appli- 
cations of parathion should not be 
made until most of the eggs have 
hatched; this period will be 
around the middle of July. 


Two per cent parathion dust is 
applied at the rate of 20 to 25 
pounds per acre by ground rig. 
Good coverage and good dusting 
conditions are imperative since 
the dust must penetrate the rolls. 
In general, about an 80 per cent 
kill may be expected. The killed 
larva usually falls out ofthe roll 
so an indication of a kill is an 
empty roll. Maximum kills are 
not secured for about five days. 
Permits from the . Agricultural 
commission are necessary for pur- 
chase or use of parathion. 

Cryolite has not given good re- 
sults when tested in Tulare coun- 
ty vineyards the last two years; 
however, some growers still may 
wish to use,it. The University of 
California does not suggest the 
use of cryolite after the first 
brood (in May) due to the. possi- 
bility of excessive residues of fluo- 
rine being present on the grapes 
at harvest. 

The Miller amendment gives a 
tolerance of seven parts per mil- 
lion of fluorine, one of the ele-

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ments in the cryolite compound. 
In previous years, applications of 
cryolite have been permitted up to 
30 days previous to harvest. Work 
done by the University last season 
showed that cryolite application 
30 days before harvest left resi- 
dues considerably above that 
legally permitted. 

The use of cryolite is not pro- 
hibited, but if used, it is the 
grower’s responsibility to apply it 
so that excessive residues are not 
present at harvest. So far as the 
University of California has infor- 
mation, the latest safe usage is 
against the first brood.

Trout fishing in the central val- 
ley has just about reached normal 
conditions with stream and river 
flow receding and clearing, con- 
siderable more back country open- 
ed and even some of the lower ele- 
vation lakes now going through 
the summer slump period of fish- 
ing. 

The fish and game department 
continues to stock plenty of big 
rainbow so with more suitable wa- 
ter fishing results are consider- 
ably improved. Don’t wait for a 
weekend to have a go at it, dash 
out any evening after work and 
that should provide ample time to 
limit out. | 

Where to go might properly be | 
answered with wherever there is 
suitable trout water. In Kern, 
county, the Kern river above aia | 
below Isabella lake. In Tulare 
county it’s the Tule and Kaweah ; 
rivers and their many branches, 
and forks, | 

In Fresno county the Kings 
river above and below Pine Flat 
reservoir has been a little high for 
successful trouting but as the wa- 
ter flow is reduced fishing should 
be good. The San Joaquin below 
Friant provides easy limits. Mer- 
ced County has the Merced river 
which is stocked from the park 
boundary downstream. 

And finally in this region there 
is the Stanislaus and Tuolumne 
rivers which are well stocked from 
the new Moccasin Creek Hatchery. 

The above are merely the low 
elevation waters that can provide 
after work evening trout fishing. 
For a day off the angler will be 
successful farther up stream or on 
one of the many tributaries to the 
main rivers. | 

California’s catchable size trout 
planting program is expensive but 
it certainly is providing a lot of 
good fishing for a lot of people 
who wouldn’t be able to enjoy the 
fun otherwise. It’s strictly a put 
and take proposition with the de- 
partment putting the fish in the 
water on an average of about 
every week throughout the season. 

Anglers should not try to fool 
themselves that nature is provid- 
ing their fun. It’s strictly arti- 
ficially man-made and is no dif- 
ferent than commercial trout fish-
